hostility to the non-union m en who are now 
occupy ing their places. 
It 
was felt that 
these men, while idle, were sure to cong re­ 
g ate at the stock y ards and at Forty third 
street, where they would assault the non­ 
union men if found at work. 
They have 
openly threatened to take veng eance upon 
the Pinkerton men a t the first opportunity , 
as well as upon the recruits at the switches. 
I t was plain by » o’clock in the afternoon 
th at the men em ploy ed at the packing 
houses had come to 
an understanding 
am ong them selves to obstruct Lake Shore 
freig ht all they could, it, indeed, they hare 
not agreed to refuse to handle it altog ether. 
* Dowd & Co. made a strong effort to ship a 
car load of m eat over the Lake Shore dur­ 
in g the day , but by 4 o’clock they reached 
a point where they had to choose between a 
strike of their em ploy es and the abandon­ 
m ent of the \indertaking . 
They , accepted 
the latter and the car was not sent ou t 
Their men openly declare that they w ill not 
handle a pound of m eat intended for the 
Lake Shore, and w ill 
not perm it any one 
else to d« so until the striking switchm en 
of that road are taken back and properly 
treated. 
T hey boast that before Tuesday 
the position they have taken w ill be adopted 
by the em ploy es of every packing nouse in

Eaglesville intended to celebrate it* Fou rth 
of Ju ly in what the committee of arrange­ 
ments annou nced in The Weekly Tru mpet, 
as “a fit and appropriate manner.” There 
was to be a procession from the brick chu rch 
to Thompson’s g ro ve, comprising Su nday 
school scholars In blu e sashes, a Goddess of 
Liberty in an open carriage, you ng people 
of both sexes on horseback', dignitaries on 
wheels, no end of banners, and plenty of 
dru mming and bu gling. 
At the grove there were to lie fine doings. 
Lawyer Rickard waa to read the Declaration 
of Independence. 
Three other village nota­ 
ble* were to make speech©*. 
To be su re, 
they wou ld be very long and very du ll 
speeches, bu t the citixensof Eagleavilie were 
ffeost lenient critic« . 
They took a com- 
IB on pride in knowing that they had three 
men among thsm who cou ld stand u p before 
the whole commu nity and say something in 
fine langu age, not forgetting their Latin. 
The town liked the violent stylo of oratory, 
and these speakers wero especially gifted 
when it came to making a noise. 
They 
made u p iu blu ster and fu stian for what 
they lacked in grace and eloqu ence, and 
were always warmly congratu lated. They 
were the sworn foes of the British lion, and 
when it came to sending the eagle aloft none 
cou ld su rpass them. 
After the speeches 
there wou ld be a dinner, a prodigiou s ban­ 
qu et, at which roast fowl, cake and ice 
cream wou ld be served in abu ndance by 
the prettiest you ng ladies of the village and 
vicinity, in white dresses and blu e sashes, 
and lemonade was to flow like water.

The proces­ 
sion formed promptly at the stated hou r and 
moved off with its banners, its fifes and 
dru ms, its beau tifu l Goddess of Liberty, its 
dashing you ng equ estrians and sober pedes­ 
trians. It was a pity that so fine a pageant 
shou ld have no spectators to enjoy it Every­ 
body had contribu ted to swell its ranks, save 
a dozen matrons who were a'ready in the 
grove su perintending the dinner, and two or 
three su perannu ated old cou ples who never 
left their homea 
This fact did not prevent 
the procession from taking pride in itself. 
It cou rageou sly kept the middle of the road, 
took its own du « fc and patriotically moved 
forward, to the grove in broiling happiness.

prevent 
the g allant marshal, Hark 
Lyons, from per­

idly up and do wn the line, in a plu med bat 
and rad sash, 
on a charg er the best the 
co unty co uld affo rd. He was a handsome 
man any where; but o n a fine hone, in a 
plumed hat and g ay sash, there 
wasn’t his 
match fo r manly beauty in Center cou nty. 
He realized this, and to o k a keen pleasu re in 
g iv ing 
the co mmunity a chance to admire 
his fine 
fig ure and handsome face. 
The 
maidens adored him and the you ng men en­ 
vied him.

The eloqu ent predictions of John Adam« 
were u ttered in a moment of great exei.e 
ment, and were shared by very few of hi- 
compatriots. 
Th? fat hors felt the terrible 
responsibility laid on their shou lders too 
heavily to indu lge#in the lu xu ry of splendid 
hopes or prophetic dream« . 
The stern reali­ 
ties of the situ ation were too u rgent and try­ 
ing; the war they were engaged in with one 
of the most powerlu l nations was too u n­ 
equ al and u ncertain in its iggu e to admit of 
castle bu ilding. The long and wasting cam­ 
paigns waged withou t resou rces, and after 
the early enthu siasm had died away, told on 
their eou ra.e and alienated many and de­ 
pressed all bu t the heroic few. 
The effect of 
the final victory was heightened by the fact 
that it wns u nexpected by most of the 
people. The adoption of the Fe ieral con­ 
stitu tion and the < rganization of the present 
national government in 
17 8 0-90awakened no 
high expectations nni elicited no tine pre­ 
dict inis of permanent su ccess. 
It was a 
work of necessity u nd was done with more 
fear than hope. 
Tho splendid resu lt that 
we behold and enjoy and celebrate with so 
mu ch enthu siasm ha« come withou t antics 
pation.
